Incendiary blaze in Hie rear of the 
store of Landers A Son Tuesday night. 
Nothing but 1(5 prompt discovery pre- 
vented ii very serious blaze in the 
heart of lue tiLi-iui'-s district of the 
cliy. 


Tbe lire was started near 11 small 


outbuilding used as a storehouse. The 
surrounding building so shut in tills 
euclomre that the lire would not be 
discovered from the street until It had 
made considerable headway, but Mayor 
Clarke saw the blaze from oat of the 
windows of the County Clnb winch 
overlooks the spot. 
He telephoned to 


headquarters for a Hill alarm but the 
tire leaped up so rapidly that tie at 
once decided that a box alarm \ras 
decessary aud Box 3 was pulled from 
headquarters. When the rireuieii ar- 
rived It did uot take long to extinguish 
tbe flames, but ma tew moments more 
they would have penetrated to the In- 
teiior of the building and would have 
spread rapidly. The amount of dam- 
age done was not large and was fully 
covered by insurance.

He could easily gain en- 
trance from Swiubnrue's wharf and 
could take tils time with little fear of 
discovery. Tbere was evidence of the 
use of kerosene or sjme other iiilliiiu- 
triable oil In the rapid spread of tbe 
flumes ou n uiitiit when a heavy foy 
had prevailed.

very well. The second witness, also a 
stranger, had been even more Intimate- 
ly acquainted with the dead man, and 
there began to 1« an uneasy compre- 
hension of what Joe had accomplished 
during thnt prolonged absence of his 
which had so nearly cost the life of the 
little mongrel, who was at present 
(most blissful Respectability!) a lively 
convalescent In Ariel's back yard. The 
second wlniess also Identified the re- 
volver, testifying that he had borrow.ed 
ft from Cory In St. Louis to settle a 
question of marksmanship and that on 
his returning It to the owner the latter, 
then working tils way eastward, bad 
coaEded to him his Intention of stop-

By Uie time the witness had reached

Failing In 
this, he would fall back upon one of n 
dozen schemes (for he was ready lu 
Btich matters, he bragged), the most 
likely of which would be to play the 
peacemaker. 
He would talk of hla 


good intentions toward hla enemy, 
speaking publicly of him lu friendly 
and gentle ways, then, getting nt him 
secretly, destroy him In such a fashion 
as to leave open for himself the kind 
gate of self defense. 
In brief, here 


was the whole tally of. what had actu- 
ally occurred, with the exception of 
the last account in the sequence which 
had proved that demise for which Cory 
had not arranged, nnd it fell from the 
lips of n witnesa whom the prosecution 
had no means of impeaching. 
When 


he left the stand, unshaken and uudis- 
credltcd after a frantic cross examina- 
tion, Joo, turning to resume hl3 'seat, 
let his hand fall lightly for a second 
upon his client's shoulder. 


Thnt was the occasion of a demon- 


stration which Indicated a sentiment 
favorable Io the defense (on the part 
of at least three of the spectators), and 
It was In the nature of such a ham- 
mering of canes upou the bare wooden 
floor as effectually stopped all other 
proceedings Instantly. The ludlgiiaut 
judge lixed Ihe colonel, 1'cter Brad- 
bury aud Sijulro Buckalew with his 
glittering eye, yet the hammering cou^- 
tluued unabated, and the oSciidcrs 
surely would have been conducted 
forth In ignominy had not gallautry 
prevailed, oven In that formal place. 
The judge, reluctantly realizing that 
some latitude must be allowed to these 
aged enthusiasts, since thuy somehow 
seemed to belong to Miss Tabor, made 
his remarks general, with tho time' 
woru threat to clear the room, where- 
upon the loyal survivors of ICskcw re- 
lapsed into nnabaslied silence.

however, was clear, for, as he and his 
friends fonved, Ihc verdict might pos- 
sibly l>o neilhiT in accordance with 
tho law. the fads nur the convictions 
of the Jury.

The Tocsin h;u! always been a power- 
ful agent; Judge 1'ike had increased Its 
strength with a staff which was thor- 
oughly ellk'ieut. alert and always able 
to strike center with the paper's read- 
ers, nnd In town aud country It had 
absorbed the circulation of the other 
local journals, which resisted feebly at 
times, bill In thu matter of the Cory 
murder had not dared to do anything 
except follow the Tocsin's lead. 
The 


Tocsin, having lit the fire, fed It—fed 
It Baltpcler and sulphur—for now Mar- 
tin Tike wns lichtiug bard. 


The farmers and people of the l«s 


urban parts of the country were ac- 
customed to found tholi opinions upon 
the Tocsin. 
They regarded It ns the 


single Innuulablo rock of Journalistic 
rlghlooiHiii's.s 
and 
wisdom

world. 
Consci|iienlly, stirred by (he 


outbursts of tin1 paper, they came Into 
Canaan In iTi'iil numbers, and, though

There were 


even a few who dared to wouikT In 
their httirls If there had not been a 
mistake about Joo Louden, and. al- 
though Mvs. FlItiTofl wenkMioil not, 
Ihe rchitiviv of Sijuln- liuckatew and 
of 1'eti'r llradbnry began Io hold up 
their heads u little after havmi; made 
home horrible for those ucutlciiien and 
1-cproai-licd Ihem with tlu'lr conversion 
as tin.' last word of senile shame. 
In 


addition, the colonel's grandson aud 
Mr. llradbnry's grandson had both 
mystlfylngly lent countenance to Joe, 
consorting with him openly, the former 
for his own purposes, the latter be- 
cause he had cunningly discovered that 
It was a way to Miss Tabor's regard, 
which since her gentle rejection of him 
he had grown to tK'llove, good youth, 
might !«• (lie pleasantest thing that 
coulil ever come to him. In short, the 
question had begun to thrive. Was It 
possible thnt Eskew Arp had not been 
Insane after all? 


The best of those who gathered om-

pacity lu wit, strength, dexterity and 
amours; the dirty handkerchief under 
the collar, the short black coat, al- 
ways double breasted: the eyelids 
»ooty, one check always bulged, the 
forehead speckled, the lips cracked, 
horrible teeth and the affectation of 
possessing secret Information UIHMI all 
matters of (he universe, above all, the 
Instinct of flhdlug the shortest way to 
any scene of official interest to the 
policeman, fireman or ambulance sur- 
geon—a singular being, not profession- 
ally 
criminal, 
tough 
histrionically 


rather than really, full of Its own 
argot of brag, hysterical when crossed, 
timid through great Ignorance and 
therefore dangerous. 
It furnishes not 


the leaders, but the mass of mobs, aud 
It springs up at times of crisis from 
heaven knows where. 1'ou might have 
driven, through nil the streets of Ca- 
naan a week before the trial and have 
seen four or live such follows, but 
from the day of Its beginning the 
square was full of them, dingy shuttle- 
cocks batted up into view by tlic Toc- 
sin. 


They kept the air. whirring with their 


noise. The news of that sitting which 
had caused the squire, Flltcroft and 
Telcr Bradbury to risk the conn's ills- 
pleasure was greeted outsidu with loud 
and vehement disfavor, and when, at 
noon, the jurymen were marshaled 
out to cross the yard to tho National 
House for dinner a large crowd fol- 
lowed and surrounded them until they 
reached the doors of the hotel.

THE POSTAGE STAMP. 


Order In Which It Was Adopted by 


Different Countries, 


The first iwslnge stamp seems to 


have been used In Paris in 1U53, but 
the service In which the stamp was 
used was only local and soon failed. 
On May C, 1SJO, the first regular irost- 
age stamps were Issued In England. 
Various local forwarders of letters and 
postmasters In this country Issued 
stamps ns early as 1SI1. The first to 
do so was A. M. Grieg's City Dispatch 
Post, which was sold to the govern- 
ment in August, 1S-12. Ulood & Co. of 
Philadelphia .sold stamps In 1S4I, and 
the ixistmasters of Ualtlmoro, New 
Haven nnd New York of 1S45 also sold 
stamps. 


In 1S17 the government took up the 


business, but Brazil In 1843 was ahead 
of the United States in taking up the 
stamp end of the postal business. 
The 


other principal countries followed in 
this order: France, Belgium and Ba- 
varia in 1S40; Hanover, British Oul- 
ann, Prussia, Spain and Switzerland In 
1S50; Italy, Denmark, Bndcn, Wurttem- 
herg, Saxony and the provinces of 
Canada in 1S51; Chile and the princes of 
Turin and Tnsls (who had the postal 
monopoly in Germany) In 1852; Portu- 
gal In IS33; India nnd Norway in 1S54; 
Uruguay nnd Me.\'lco In 1S3U; liussla 
and NcwfouiiiUnnd In 1So7; Sweden in 
JS5S; the Australian colonies early In 
the fifties; Greece In IStilj Turkey In 
1SG3; 
Ecuador In 1S03; Egypt In 18150; 


Bolivia In ISO"; Paraguay in 1S70. 
Tho International postal union 
was 


formed In October, 1ST-I, and went Into 
operation on July 1, 1875.

Washington Matters. 


United States Ready lor a Tariff Uw-^ 


Bids for Bjttltjhlps, are Below the Esti- 
mates-Trial lor ihe Cotton Report Leak 
-Notes. 


IKroulOnr Ueguhir Corrosjioudeill.! 


Washington, D C., June 28, 1907. 
It appears that the United Slates has 


for K long time been armed for n larill 
wnr without any additional legislation. 
Hui tliis fact was only recently brought 
Into play alreadv in the tarllf dispute 
with France, and It is likely lo settle 
the question without much further dls- 
cubslou. 
U will be available for u»e 


with any other country thai chooses lo 
take tnrlirisiiie wllh us, and may thus 
be rated as a valuable discovery. 


It is uu old law under the meat in- 


spection act of 1890, and provides that 
the President In case auy product of 
the United Slates is discriminated 
against bv a foreign power may select 
such prociucis of suid foreign power &t 
seem desirable and prohibit trielr Im- 
poitallou Into the United States. Ihe 
law aKainst Iheir Importation is elrecl- 
Ive from the time of the, President's 
proclamation, and he may moJIfy, ex- 
tend or wholly withdraw such procla- 
mation »t asy time he sees lit. This is 
arming Hie President with u weapon 
of retaliation that II would be haid to 
equal. 
i'he Uuited States U BO nearly self- 


supporting aud besides has so many 
quarters of the world to draw un for all 
sorts of supplies, lhat we would feel the 
deprivation of such a law very little. 
But It would enable tbi» country to 
sinke any other nation in its teuderest 
trade spot. 
We could prohibit ttie Im- 


portation of French silks or wlues to 
this country aud while we would suffer 
for neither wine nor silk, France would 
lose a market that she could 
uol 


possibly afford to part with". We could 
cut off the importation of auy or all 
(jeruuau mauufactures without feeling 
u lo auy extent, but Germauy could 
not afford to risk her markel in Ibe 
United States. If is a very sweeping 
law, and oue that fortunately we may 
uever have to call iuto play. Bui toe 
mere fact lhat we have such a law will 
KO far toward helping us seltle auy 
foreigu commercial dispute that arises 
iu the future. 
Rather to the surprise of the govern- 


ment the bids for the uew «10,000,000 
bailie ships, so called, were far below 
tbe expectation of Ihe Department. 
Theie are to be two of these monsters, 
and they are to be duplicates in many 
respectiof the Nrnous British Dreacl- 
naught clan. They are to be more 
powerfully armed and It In likely Iu 
view of the experience of Hie Dread- 
naught wilh turhlue engines, that they 
will not attempt this uew departure iu 
marine construction. 


There were a multitude of bldi sub- 


mitted, no lew than seven combi- 
nations being put lu by oue Hrm. 
There were bids following tbe Navy 
Department's plaus, aud ihere were 
bids that followed Ibe original plan as 
to the hulls aud differed as lo the 
engines. Others followed the plaus as 
10 the eugiues and differed as to the 
hulls. Perhaps the most atlractiye of 
the combination plaus was oue for 
cruising eugiues of* the reciprocating

The loweal bid was from Ihe New- 


port News Ship Building Company for 
f3,9S7,000, and the next lowest was 
from Ihe Fore River Combauy for f4, 
4BOOOO. The limit of cost was to have 
teen £0,000,000 for the ship without 
guns or armament aud ?4,000,000 for 
these iwo item*. But as it now ap- 
pears, tbe ships will cosl much less.

Canada, lu the late sixties, Orchard 
tells of his early life ou the farm, with 
little schooling, much hard work, regu- 
lar church and Kundayschool atten- 
dance—ttie usual life of a farm boy. 
He

how he worked 
out for 


near by neighbors, and went home on 
Sunday until he wastweuty-iwo, when 
he went to work in a lumber wood lu 
Sagluaw, Michigan. Jle saved a little, 
got married, aud he aud his wife, who 
was ah expert cheese-maker, rented a 
cheese factory and started a business 
career. 


The competition was close aud tills 


jwrtinii of the "confession" in which 
Orchard narrates his first deviations 
from a straightforward path are very 
imporlani, as they picture forth his 
llr=t trend toward the awful life he 
lived later. It Is all simply tcld aud 
the gradunl steps are clearly marked:— 
short luvolces to Ihe people who bought 
his cheese, short weight to the men he 
bought milk fiom, and all the details 
kept from his wife. He soon lived be- 
yond his meaus,' and finally lost his 
factory. Theu follow tlie steps that 
llnnlly led him lo buru his second fac- 
tory and ruu a\vny with auother man's 
\vlfe. Tiie woman returned home and 
Oicluml drifted luto tlie Ooeur d'Aleue 
mining district In Idaho, where he lirst 
encountered mining 'conditions and 
union aflalrs.
